Barnet trip. 

You leave the Finehley motor 
*bus at Tally Ho! Córner,'in order to 
take the electric, tram, "which; start- 
ing from Highgate, runs at--present 
to Whetstone. ‘The extension of the 
route as far ās- Barnet’ is being 
rapidly completed. 

But, before we change at-Tally Ho! 
Corner, let us get there. ; 

We take a motor 'bus-with “ Finch. 
ley" in large, letters on a white 
ground or a green ''General;" "and 
pay 5d. for a ticket to Tally Ho! 
Corner. 

The ‘points. of view" on the 
route are many and interesting. The 
run is by Park Road, Wellington 


Road, Finchley Road, and the Swiss | 


Cottage. Ё А 2 

After the Swiss Cottage the whole 
character of the surroundings alter. 
The old-fashioned villas and shops of 
the Victorian ‘era are left behind, 
and а Lrand-new red-brick Queen 
Anne London begins. 

Fitzjohn’s Parade is a boulevard 
worthy cf Pařis. Тһе shops ате 
magnificent, and a gay crowd saun- 
ters by them all day long. 

We are in London, but we are on 
the Continent, for the foreign type 
predominates іп the  expensively- 
dressed crowd, and the language that 
greets our ear is mostly German or 
English with a strong Gernran accent. 

Foreign delicacies are temptingly 
displayed іп artistically - arranged 
shop windows, and there are 
establishments. entirely. given up to 
German “Delicatessen” апа {һе 
good things dear to the heart of the 
German housewife. 

For nearly a mile along thi& boule- 
vard and the Queen Anne district 
that adjoins it there are garden seats 
for public use, and on a fine sunny 
day the fortunate owners of the 
picturesque villas with green gardens 
sit out and read and chat quite in 
the Continental manner.

Over-Fed Fowls. 


When fowls are allowed complete 
Mibérty they generally ғ manage to 
| find much . valuable - food іп the 
[ nature of herbs, seeds, and insects. 
| At some seasons they get more than 
| аф others, and when this is the case 
they need only light feeding to be 
| kept healthy and in laying condi- 
tion. Fowls have been known to re- 
main profitable on по more feeding 
than a handfui of grain per diem, for 
that which they hav« picked up in 
their wanderings has supplied their 
wants. As a rule, internal fat is 
caused by over-feeding, and when 
| pulléts have bécome too fat by the 
excessive administration of fat-form- 


ing food it is somewhat difficult to 
reduce them in a short time. The 


best way to commence is to withhold 
all food that is liable to cause the 
additjon of fat, and to gradually 
curtail the rations. The ved. should 
be so diminished that by the end of 
a fortnight the birds are getting 
grain only, and of а quantity that 
will work out to less than a handful 
a head per diem. Let the food be 
wheat and oats, one part by weight 
of the former. to three of the latter. 
Аз soon as you commence reducing 
the diet add Epsom salts to the meal 
in the proportion of a teaspoonful 
(well dissolved in water) for half-a- 
dozen adults, and.allow this for the 
first two mornings. Keep the short 
rations up for a fortnight, or even 
a month, so that the fowls will be 
| practically forced to live upon them 
selves. It willy of course, mean a 
| falling off in the number. of eggs,
